On ’72 School Budget 


A tighter school budget can be 
expected in 1972, if the direction 
of Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert is followed. 

While some school committee 
members felt that strict per 
centage increase formula should 
not be followed by department 
heads in preparing for the next 
school year. needs, Dr. Seifert 
stated Tuesday night, he felt that 
there is a problem, ‘‘selling a 
budget in these economic times.” 

Dr. Seifert said that his original 
thoughts were to allow adminis- 
trators to propose aprogram, then 
sell it to the school committee, 
finance committee and the town. 

This, however, would appear a 
difficult task in view of current 
economic times, Dr. Seifert said. 

The superintendent proposed a 
hold-the-line budget using an es- 
calation factor of six per cent 
and a per pupil factor yet to be 


determined. 

The proposal was made in his 
planned work program for him- 
self and the school system for the 
year. While actual budget work has 
not been initiated, Dr. Seifert was 
informing the committee of the 
guidelines he is proposing. 

The overall budgets will not be 
increased, he pointed out, in re- 
ference to a question from Ur. 
Richard A, Katz. Some programs 
will be decreased in financial cost, 
while others will be increased. 

Dr. Frank Griggs, proposed, and 
the committee agreed to a joint 
meeting of all town boards, includ- 
ing the assessors, to determine 
possible funds available for 1972, 
and also to possibly judge the ‘‘ size 
of the pie,” available. 

Dr. Seifert, said that committee 
chairmen had been meeting on such 
matters and continued sessions are

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, super- 
intendent of schools, has stated that 
he felt the administration and 
school committee were under the 
assumption that the voters, the 
townspeople, were in tune with the 
educational programs. 

Town meeting revealed another 
attitude, it was felt, put more suc- 
cinctly, there was a communica- 
tion gap.

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Team Teaching Approach Is 
Extended To Junior High 


Seventh grade students entering 
the West Junior High School this 
fall will find that ‘‘individualized- 
team teaching’”’ approach tolearn- 
ing with which they were involved 
in the elementary school, has heen 
extended into the junior high school 
social studies program. 


Four members of the school’s” 


social studies department; Mrs. 
Mary Sipsey, Bruce Dewire, 
Lester Taylor, and George Sulli- 
van, will participate in a team 
approach to the seventhgrade cur- 
riculum by presenting a pattern of 
instruction concerned with three 
basic activities tied to three dif- 
ferent student environments: con- 
tent presentation in lecture to 
large groups; discussion in small 
seminar groups; and creative ex- 
ploration in independent study. The 
large group sizes will range from 
approximately 50 to 75 students. 
These groups will meet in three 
large group areas, (auditorium, 
cafeteria, music room) and in 
several small seminar rooms. 
The program will be organized 
to give individual attention to every 


learner’s needs, regardless 
of ability. The plan will provide 
for a variety of sizes of student 
groups which will allow the subject 
matter to be geared as closely as 
possible to the abilities of the stu- 
dent. All seventh grade students at 
the school will participate in the 
program. 

The potential benefits to the 
student in this program far exceed 
the results expected in a good 
traditional classroom set-up. 
From the large group lectures, 
the student will be able to get a 
more comprehensive view of a 
whole unit of work before tackling 
its separate parts. He will be 
skillfully directed in mastering 
important details and in thinking 
critically. 

Furthermore, the program is in- 
tended to increase the student’s 
involvement in his own learning 
by arousing his _ intellectual 
curiosity, by encouraging him to 
set his own goals, organize steps 
and assimilate points, and by 
training him to reach for con- 
cepts beyond the facts. 


Under this approach, the student 
will be trained to listen effectively, 
to take part fruitfully in de- 
mocratic discussion and to as- 
sume leadership roles. Although 
independent and creative thinking 
will be emphasized, the student 
will be able to have a private 
conference at any time with any 
member of the team, aseachmem- 
ber of the team will at times be 
involved with each student. Thus, 
intellectual stimulation of students 
by contact with the several per- 
sonalities of the teaching team 
will be increased. 

Why the change? It is all part 
of an overall goal of the West 
Junior High School to provide a 
program of instruction more 
effectively geared to individual 
student ability and to provide 
realistic treatment of individual 
differences to supplement the iden- 
tifying and diagnosing of these 
differences.

Now, and only now, are we 


To have a boat which 
befouls the waters? 


more than a conversation piece; that 
compatibility with the environment 
will demand a sacrifice that, as yet, 
we have shown no real desire to 
make. 

Few of us have looked at 
ourselves, preferring instead to turn 
a critical eye next door. Unrelatedly 
we look askance at the industrial 
smokestack, at the auto plant, at the 
atomic generator, the steel mill, the 
chemical industry. 

But who, in heaven’s name, 
do we believe these enterprises 
serve? 

Weare all, each and every 
one of us, selfishly, blindly — no 
longer ignorantly — doing our 
damnedest to destroy our environ- 
ment, polluting it to our personal 
convenience until the inevitable 
point of no return. 

The world as a physical 
entity is not infinite, it is finite. 

Uncomfortable though it 
may be, we have to face the mirror 
and ask: — Is it selfish and destruc- 
tive to others including those 
unborn... 

To have five-10 children? 
To have three cars? 
Tohave 50 home appliances? 


To create untold decibels of 
noise? 

To litter and waste and buy 
non-reusable materials? 

To demand more and more 
gadgets which escalate polluting 
power needs? 

Weare all hypocrites — the 
academic, the writer, the nature 
lover, the legislator, the preacher, 


~ the flower child. We talk well and do 


little. 

But we can no longer evade 
the truth. Saving our environment 
will force a final confrontation with 
free enterprise and free choice. 

Can we in fact continue to 
allow untrammeled individual choice 
now that we know one man’s free 
choice is another man’s burden; that 
a world of free choice may mean no 
world at all. 

The fight to preserve the 
environment and the balance of 
nature, in and outside our cities, may 
demand rules and values beyond 
anything yet conceived, an idea 
abhorrent as yet to an older age. 

But how else? Man is not 
yet ready to give up that which he 
does, or has, without being so 
ordered.

Gulezian 
Participates 


In Study 


Gary V. Gulezian of Andover is 
one of 12 members of a student 
research team from Dartmouth 
College who have just completed 
a summer-long study of the pollu- 
tion problems of Lake Mascoma 
in Enfield, N.H. Their final 
recommendations will be pre- 
sented to the town of Enfield at 
the October town meeting. Mr, 
Gulezian was one of six student 
biologists working on the project, 

During the past few years, 
recreational use of the lake has 
been threatened and property 
values have been jeopardized due 
to ‘‘algae blooms” which, at 
times, have turned Lake Mascoma 
into a pea-soup Consistency. 
Armed with a $17,000 grant from 
the National Science Foundation, a 
$1,000 grant from the Mellon 
Foundation, and a laboratory of 
highly sophisticated and sensitive 
equipment at Dartmouth College, 
the researchers have undertaken 
an extensive study of the lake, 

Their research has taken many 
forms, ranging from ananalysis of 
the lake water for algae, oxygen 
and bacterial content to a survey 
of the 1,200 residents living on or 
near the lake to determine their 
attitudes about the recreational re- 
treat. The students are alsousing 
the high-speed, _— time-shared 
Kiewit computer at Dartmouth to 
analyze the results of their find- 
ings. es 

Mr. Gulezian, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. V. S. Gulezian of 10 
Arthur Road, is a 1968 graduate 
of Andover High School. At Dart- 
mouth, he has been active with the 
Dartmouth Christian Union andthe 
Environmental Studies Division of 
the Dartmouth Outing Club. In 
the spring of 1971 he studied in 
Bourges, France under a Dart- 
mouth Foreign Study Program. 

Mr. Gulezian will be a senior 
at Dartmouth College this fall.

TO CHILL OR NOT TO CHILL 


Experts have written 
thousands of words to describe 
how much to chill the white 
wines that are to be served 
cold, and how much to allow 
the red wines to warm after 
removal from the wine cellar. 
Here are some guidelines, 

Chill the white table wines and 
Roses for an hour or two; let 
the red wines ‘‘warm up” to 
around 65 degrees. If you keep 
your house at 72 degrees, YOUR 
room temperature is a little 
warm for red wine, The term 
**room temperature’®’ was 
coined long before the use of 
modern heating. 

Too cool is better than too 
warm most authorities think. 
One may always warm theglass 
in the hand if the wine’ has been 
chilled so much that it refuses 
to release all of its bouquet. 
Appetizer wines are served 
chilled.

Eagles 
Was Sport 


Biological facts would indicate 
that the killing of 770 eagles in 
the West last winter was clearly 
for sport. 

In winter, golden andbald eagles 
move south into the range country 
from the Canadian northwest and 
from Alaska. In the spring before 
lambs are dropped on the range, 
the wandering eagles have returned 
to the North. Stockmen know this 
far better than most citizens. It 
is inconceivable that they would 
pay to have eagles killed for 
econom:c reasons alone. Oh, some 
old man who hated eagles and had 
lost his perspective mizhi. But 
no sensible person would. 

Almost all the eagles killed were 
golden eagles. The golden likes 
plains or mountainous 
country. Eald eagles are sea 
eagles and prefer either a coastal 
range or an area containing large 
spans of water. 

There is considerable argument 
over whether golden eagles prey 
upon sheep. It is reasonable to 
suppose, however, that they do take 
a few newborn lambs. No eagle 
can make a living from such pre- 
dation. Lambs are seasonal and 
the dropping period brief. Eagles 
live mainly upon jack rabbits and 
in reducing the rabbits which eat 
grass, improve the range for live- 
stock. They also kill the young 
of coyotes and foxes, thus removing 
a few of the other predators of 
sheep. 

The problem centers upon the 
fact that sheep now are being 
raised on the native range of the 
golden eagle. Domestic lambs 
have replaced the newborn young 
of elk, deer, antelope and mountain 
sheep that golden eagles 
historically depended upon for a 
small part of their natural diet. 

If one intends doing business 
on eagle terrain, he can expect 
some predation. While it might be 
possible to reimburse sheepmen 
for provable golden eagle kills -- 
and such cases ar2 “3v -- sheap- 
men operate on these ranges, which 
mainly are public lands, because 
they can graze sheep at about a 
third of the cost of grazing on 
private lands. They already have 
been subsidized by the general 
public, which includes you. 

In addition, much of the sheep 
range of the West once supported 
buffalo or beef animals. Past 
abuse by stockmen has degraded 
the land to a level that it nolonger 
can support beef aminals. Sheep 
are the next-to-final scourge. 
Goats alone can outdo them in 
destroying range. 

The cure for abuse of the range 
is tied closely to the future of 
eagles. It consists of the U.S, 
Department of Interior employees 
in the West receiving a clear 
message that they are employed 
by the people of the United States 
rather than being the handyman of 
livestock barons. When that 
happens, eagles no longer will be 
killed and grass_ will begin 
returning to the range. The return 


of grass may take 50 years, but 
eagle killing can stop immediately. 

As for Wyoming, the best guess 
is that not more than 100 pairs of 
golden eagles nest in the entire 
siate. No one yet has presented 
any realistic estimate of how much 
damaz. 70 few birds could do to 
the millions of sheep on the range, 
even if eagles lived exclusively 
upon sheep.

Adventure 


Organized 


Project Adventure, a regional 
educational program which will 
explore the use of experience as 
an integral part of the high school 
curriculum, recently began opera- 
tions under its director, Robert R. 
Lentz. Mr. Lentz comes to the 
project from an executive position 
with Outward Bound, Inc. where 
his responsibilities focused on 
ways in which individual teachers 
and school systems could make use 
of Outward Pound. 

Based at the Hamilton-Wenham 
Regional High School, Project Ad- 
venture is funded in large part by 
a federal grant of $96,000. These 
funds were secured under Title II 
of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act - an act which is 
designed to be supportive of educa- 
tional innovations which can serve 
as models for other school systems 
throughout the country. Subsequent 
funding is dependent upon the suc- 
cess of the program’s first year 
and the securing of funding support 
from several of the region’s school 
systems. Ten school systems have 
indicated that they will be suppor- 
tive of the Project. These systems 
include Manchester by-the-sea, 
Lynnfield, Andover, Lincoln- 
Sudbury, Masconomet, Concord- 
Carlisle and Bedford, as well as 
the Pingree School andthe Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, andSpring- 
field College. Other systems have 
indicated serious interest in the 
Project. 

The staff of Project Adventure 
will be working closely with the 
social studies, science, and phy- 
sical education staff as well as 
with a number of social service, 
commercial, and conservation or- 
ganizations. The aim will be to 
structure, and implement ex- 
periences within the outdoors, and 
within the community which will 
give all students a more realistic 
basis from which to assess both 
themselves, and the institutions 
of society. The outdoor activities 
will model themselves in large 
part upon the activities of Out- 
ward Bound which are directed 
toward increasing self-confidence, 
and developing a more compas- 
sionate view of others. 

The community activities will 
stress service, decision making, 
goal setting, commitment, self- 
evaluation and the development of 
first hand relationships with those 
skills and activities that are 
critical for living a full, and 
humane life. Reading, writing, and. 
discussions from the natural 
sciences, and the social sciences 
will complement these activities

Angina 
Sufferers 


What to do if the doctor tells 
you you have angina pectoris? Don’t 
fear it - control it, says the North- 
east Chapter, Massachusetts Heart 
Association. Angina, if it is not 
further complicated, is not only a 
manageable disease but a natural 
danger signal that the circulatory 
system is in need of special care. 
As such, it can be a blessing in 
disguise, giving the patient an 
opportunity to take measures to 
improve his situation. 

Angina strikes as a feeling of 
tightness and oppression under the 
breast-bone, most likely to occur 
during exercise or excitement. It 
is an early indication that the 
coronary artery is narrowed be- 
cause the walls are thickened and 
hardening. 

Unless this hardening process is 
retarded, the circulation can be- 
come so sluggish that a blood clot 
- and heart attack - follow. 

However, one can live comfort- 
ably for decades with angina pec- 
toris, even though part of an artery 
may be blocked. The body has a 
marvelous capacity to build colla- 
teral circulation - new blood 
vessels - around a blocked area. 

The pain of angina tells the 
patient - who usually isn’t a 
*‘natient” at all in terms of in- 
validism - that his heart muscle 
is suffering from momentary star- 
vation. Nitroglycerine pills, taken 
under the tongue, effectively con- 
trol the pain; sometimes, in fact, 
they are taken in advance of an 
occasion known to produce stress 
or excitement. 

Modified living habits, specified 
by the family physician and usually 
including small meals, regular, 
moderate exercise, medication, 
and elimination or limitation of 
smoking, can make the lot of the 
angina patient considerably easier 
to bear and often prevent further 
degeneration of the circulatory 
system. 

Avoid Stressful Situations 

One way to avoid angina incidents 
is to avoid the things that bring it 
on. Patients findthemselves deter- 
mining their comfortable limits of 
food, exercise and excitement and 
trying to remain well within them. 

Winter is the worst season for 
angina, because in cold weather 
the small blood vessels on the 
body’s surface tend to contract, 
making the heart work harder and 
creating a demand for more 
oxygen. : 

Doctors in general advise angina 
patients to remain indoors when- 
ever possible during extremely 
cold or violent weather. 

Given medical advice, common 
sense and a lack of complications, 
the angina patient has little to fear - 
and much for which to be thankful. 
For he has had his warning, and 
his opportunity to protect his heart.

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Editorial Comment 


The 


While the prospect of being provided with federal funds 
lo create job opportunities in municipalities under President 
Nixon’s emergency employment provisions, is meritorious, 
it is something, we think, should be examined for its broad 
term effeéts. 


The President’s provisions would permit Andover to:ex- 
pend in the vicinity of $72,000 of federal funds over a two 
year period to provide municipal jobs and ease unemploy- 
ment. 


Andover is part of the Essex County Consortium, through 
which $1 million will be distributed for employment pur- 
poses to 16 Essex County cities and towns. 


The short term effect would provide the town with funds 
to provide employment in designated areas as a means of 
relieving employment problems here. 

Danger, however, as we view the prospectus, is its possi- 
ble lasting effects on the overall municipal budget in years 
to come. 

We feel, that any creation of new positions should be 
examined carefully. 

It is most difficult to abolish a job, once created. Not 
that it is impossible, but somehow, it just never seems to 
happen in governmental procedures. 

An example of the temporary nature of government 
created positions is the appointment after considerable 
congressional debate in 1917 of a commission to establish 
the universality of serew threads. The commission is still a 
a part of government al a cost of several million dollars 


Jobs 


following its temporary classification in those days when it 
occupied more attention than the hovering clouds of World 


War I. 


The same job creativity filters down from the federal 
level to local communities, where jobs created for a while, 


somehow continue in tenure. 


Sometimes positions created, yet failing to mect’ ex- 
pectations also continue at municipal expense. 

Thus the $72,000 to be allotted to Andover, should be 
examined closely before being pul to actual use. Thorough 
evaluation of the jobs to be filled through the funds should 
be made before they are created. 

We realize that the proposal has come in a rather rapid 
manner. Too, time has been placed on application for funds 
if the town is to receive the benefits. 

The fund application is fine. 

Before exercising the use of the money, however, it 
would be wise to be sure that the jobs, thus created are ne- 
cessary and can be continued through town funds econo- 


mically and jusyfiably if and when the federal funds 


terminate. 


According to the town manager charter, the manager has 
the right to create new positions and jobs in Andover. We 
would hope that the selectmen would be cognizant of any 
new positions to be created, with a look to the future im- 
plications of any new positions. 


Safe assumption in all of this is that despite the federal 
funds, to the taxpayer il means money out of the left 


pocket instead of the right. 


The Bridge 


Would it be preposterous of us to assume that the study 
of traffic problems in the Shawsheen area is nearing com- 
pletion? 

The selectmen in June, in a characteristic move, relegated 
to study, the question of closing the Bailey Bridge over the 
Shawsheen river from the parking lot which served Ray- 
theon, prior to the mill complex being taken over by Shet- 
land Industries/ Andover. 

The bridge was closed by the board, pending a study of 
the overall area by local officials to determine the feasibi- 
lity of the continued life of the Shawsheen river span.

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Committees To Study 
Programs For Schools 


Three study committees have 
been formed by the school com- 
mittee to investigate programs 
for the school system for the 
coming year. 

One committee will be concerned 
with the extended school year, 
determining the feasibility of the 
year-’round school. 

The purpose of the group will 
be to study extended school year 
programs in other communities, 
visit systems where such pro- 
grams are in effect, discuss im- 
plications of such a program with 
administrators along withexpected 
costs.

Implementation of a rule adopted 
by the school committee a year ago 
must await interpretation of court 
decisions regarding two bomb 
scares which forced cancellationof 
classes during the past school 
year. 

The school committee, on re- 
commendation of the administra- 
tion, approved a rule which would 
allow the school department to 
compel restitution for the time 
loss caused by any suchact, or any 
action which disrupts the normal 
school day.

Tips On 
Lunches For 


School 


Summer vacation is over andit’s 
time for the kids to get back to 
school and for mother to begin 
thinking about fall projects such 
as putting up preserves for the 
winter ahead, according to the 
Mass. Dept. of Agriculture. 

Here are a few tips for packing 
school lunches. Usually there is 
no provision for refrigerating 
bagged lunches at school, so it 
would be well to avoid sandwiches 
with lots of mayonnaise. At room 
temperature it tends tobreak down 
easily, spoil, and lost its flavor. 
This is true of meat salads such 
as ham, chicken and tuna if too 
much mayonnaise is used in its 
preparation. To add a little 
moistness to a cheese sandwich, 
for example, you might include 
some fresh tomato slices and let- 
tuce. For dessert, why not include 
nature’s toothbrush ... a ripe, 
red apple. Eating one apple re- 
moves over 30 percent more bac- 
teria than a three minute brushing, 
plus a gargle. A fresh, rawcarrot, 
cleaned and pared will serve 
equillly well. Both are also rich in 
vitamins. 

Canning time is here again and 
right now there is an abundance 
of reasonably priced native vege- 
tables suitable for preserving. To- 
matoes are at the peak of their 
season and there is still a good 
supply offreshblueberries. Native 
cucumbers for making pickles are 
plentiful, as is the herb, dill, which 
gives pickles of the same name 
their distinctive flavor. 

The cooler weather we’ve been 
having lately has produced one of 
the sweetest corn crops in years. 
The reason is that cooler weather 
allows the corn to retain more of 
its natural sugar and retards the 
chemical change from sugar to 
starch. Supplies of native corn 
are good and prices are downcon- 
siderably from when the season 
began.
